Dear Editor: 
Perhapa what woald Interest 

your readers more than anything 
else at thia time would be to 
write about the war. 

Since I heard President Wil- 
son resd his famoua war roes- 
sage, mora than a year ago. I 
have been rather a close reader 
of the war news. I have heard 
some very fine spaaehaa, aspe- 
dally from those congressmen 
who were sent to F>ance and 
Belgium to bring us correct 
news from tha battle front. I 
have talked with several of 
them. I waa in Congresfimiin 
Dill's office the other day and 
had a long talk with him. Con- 
gressman Stevens also tfl'Ked 
with me, telling what he had 
seen over there. He said the 
people here could not realize tho 
true situation, no one could im- 
agine the horrora and torturers 
that are btiog perpetrated 
by those brutish Germans. He 
eaid the king of Belgiam gave 
the party of ton congressmen a 
supper and he was spokesman 
for the crowd. In his reply te 
the toast he used these words: 

"Now that the United States 
hu drawn ita aword, may that 
sword never be sbtathed until 
the rights of these wronged 
people be restored to them, and 
democracy made aaff throogh- 
oat the world." 

When he tud said these wordi* 
a Belgian General came around 
tha table, throw bk arma round 
hi.4 neck and kissed his cheek, 
snd with tears running down 
his face, ha aaid, 

"God bless America.'" 

1 had the pleasure of hearing 
President Wilson read his fa- 
mous war message more than a 
year ago, and 1 shall never for- 
get when he said, 

"God helping har, aba eooM 
do no other." 

When Praaident Wilson spoke 
these sublime words he thrust 
aside Washington's fundament- 
al declaration of policy for the

St. Louis, Mo. -The constant 
and rapid incraase in the cost of 
all the materials and the labor 
that goea into the making of 
newspaper has led the St Louis 
Semi Weekly Republic to in 
crease its yearly subscription 
rate to one dollar. Its publish 
era announce that the new rate 
beoomea effective September 1, 
1918. AS the Semi-Weekly Re- 
public prints 104 papera every 
year, its popliahera point out 
that its subscribers will get two 
big issuea every week for a frac- 
tion under one cent per copy. 
Practically every big daily in the 
United States is now sailing at 
two centa a copy and many of 
them are selling at 3 cenu. The 
rise in price has been very gen- 
eral and vary marked. Sunday 
papers now are selling anywhere 
from 5 to 12 cents per copy in all 
parte of the country. Moet of 
the papers in the tt.wns and 
smaller cities have increased or 
are planning to increase their 
subscription rates. The Publish- 
ers of the Semi-Weekly Republic 
were reluctant to 'make the in- 
crease in subscription price but

In support of the Americans who 
had crossed the river a detachment of 
infantry crossed the Vesle under a 
Franco-Amertcan barrage Just before 
noon. Two other detachments reaehed 
the north bank in the afternoon. 

The Germans counter-attacked the 
Americans west of Fismes, but were 
scattered by the American artllleir 
tire.

Unah and milk for breakfast or 
lunch makes a simple dish fit for a 
king— but Uke all other simple dishes 
It must b* nude jost right or the king 
wont like IL Tb* secret of setrlng 
commeal thi* way lies in plenty of 
milk and not too mnch mush. In the 
Brat place **• that th* mush is not 
too thlck-^ry out your recipe* until 
you And the knack of cooking it Just 
long enough. Ko one enjoys dry, thick 
mush. Then serve moderate portions 
with a generous amount of milk or 
cream on top— and have plenty more 
In the pitcher to add later on. Raisins, 
dates, flgs and other dried fruits give 
variety to th* dish and please tha chil- 
dren. They sweeten the mush and 
lave sugar. 

The most common way of prcpop- 
Ing mush la to allow the water to 
come to tbo boiling polat and to add 
the meal slowly, stirring constantly. 
The objection to this method is that 
there Is considerable danger that the 
mush win become lumpy and often- 
times It is inconvenient and unpleas- 
ant to stand over a hot stove and stir 
the mixture sulllclontly to make it 
smooth. A better method, therefore. 
Is the following: 

Put the commeal, cold water and 
salt together In the top of a double 
boiler. Ko atlrring Is nccessaty. Put 
the top of the double boiler Into the 
lower part and allow the mush to 
heat alowly, cooking half an hour, or 
longer, If convenient Many people 
cook It as long as four hours. Just 
before serving removo th* top of tho 
double boiler from th* Iow*r part and 
boll th* muah to? two or thre* mln* 
utes. In boiling It at this ttm* th«ra 
to no danger that It win lump.
